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Dunkerry Beacon, the highest point of that great 
expanse of gorse and heather-covered moorlands known as 
Exmoor, is situated within a comfortable distance of either 
Minehead or Porlock. The Beacon is 1,707 feet high, its 
summit commanding a magnificent view extending, it is 
said, over fifteen counties. The hill is crowned by a cairn 
and the remains of the hearths whereon the Beacon was 
lighted in former troublous times. 
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
